Rapid Transit Will Try 
To Place Tax on Ballot

SACRAMF.NTO- The con­ 
troversial cun control moa- 
>urp. \R 'jnilfi by Assembly, 
man Winheld Shoemaker 
iD-Santa Barbara i has been 
sent lo thp assembly Com­ 
mittee on Election and Re- 
apportionment in a move to 
place it on° teh November 
ballot, following a party- 
line vote of the full assem­ 
bly which reversed previous 
action in which a motion to 
refer the measure was de­ 
feated

The final action, which 
followed shortly after a 
Democratic caucus, resulted 
in Assemblywoman Pauline 
Davis iD-Portola>. whose dis­ 
trict encompasses one of the 
largest hunting areas of the 
state, -witchinc from a "not 
voting" stand to backing the 
move to send the measure to 
committee following the re­ 
consideration motion

Assemblyman I. E Town- 
send iTorrancet and Speaker 
of the House Jesse I'nruh 
also switched from not vot­ 
ing to approval of the move 
to send it to committee.

ORH;INAU,V voting no"
on the reconsideration and 
lefermg to committee, were 
Assemblymen Charley V.

Porter iD-l-os Angeles'.. Wal 
ter W. Powers iD-Sacra 
mentoi. and Vincent Thomas 
in-.San Pedro i All three 
switched to "yes" votes fol­ 
lowing the caucus

Final vole on the recon­ 
sideration motion was 41-.IB

Roth faction- in the as­ 
sembly were permitted a

Dills Authors Bill to 
Studv Toll Tunnel

The rapid transit effort 
reached an unprecedented 
milestone this week when 
Southern California Rapid 
Transit District directors 
declared RTD's intention to 
place a measure on the Nov. 
5 ballot to fund countywide 
public transportation im­ 
provements with a half­ 
penny sales tax.

Acting to keep pace with 
a critical timetable, the RTD 
board declared its intention 
lo conduct the election af- 
er reports from Sacramento 
at Assembly Bill 101   
which ha* cleared the As­ 
sembly, two Senate Commit 
lees and n pending in the 
Senate floor - providing 
for the half-penny sale* tax 
for rapid transit construc­ 
tion and new bus service* 
appear* virtually auured of 
passage.

RTD President Don C.
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McMillan termed the occa­ 
sion an "historic hour" in 
the annals of Southern pub­ 
lic transit.

000

-WE'RE NO LONGER just 
talking rapid transit." Mc­ 
Millan added. 'We're ready 
to begin building. Engineer­ 
ing required by law for a 
vote of the people on rapid 
transit has been completed. 
And the format for a vastly 
Improved pattern of bus 
service is ready for imple­ 
mentation."

McMillan emphasized that 
for the plans to be trans­ 
lated into operating Rapid 
same kind of support from 
the leadership element of 
the commun4ty which 
spelled success for such ur­ 
ban projects *s water, air­ 
ports and freeways."

RTD will, on Aug. 8. con­ 
clude its public hearing on 
the final report recommend- 
ing 89 miles of rapid transit. 
300 miles of local feeder 
bus service plus a network 
of express feeders serving 
points beyond the terminals.

LATER IN August at a 

date to be announced dis 
trict directors will adopt 
final routes for the lines 
extending from I-ong Beach 
to Receda. El Monte to West 
lx>s Angeles, and from 
downtown IXM Angeles to 
International Airport and 
Hawthorne.

"It's a giant project the 
$2 * billion plan." McMillan 
concluded, "but l<n* An- 
gele* County is a giant 
among t h e metropolitan 
area* of the nation. 'An d 
come November, If the 
legislature acts a* expected, 
the people will decide."

The State Assembly re­ 
cently approved legislation 
calling for a study on the 
feasibil.tv of a toll tunnel 
through the San Gabriel 
Valley and the metropoli­ 
tan southern California 
area.

The bill, authored by Sen. 
Ralph C. Dill* (D-Uardenai. 
had been previously »pprov- 
  d upanini >u ly by 'he up­ 
per house and tent to the 
Assembly.

Senator Dills said the 
tunnel would lead to the 
development it ttv Ante­ 
lope Valley, increase the 
traffic to the area, and pro­ 
vide the first really conveni­ 
ent road through the moun­ 
tain* to the valley and the 
high desert area*

Hi* bill create* the l-os 
Angele* County Toll Tunnel 
Authority to be governed 
by a board consisting of the 
members of the Los An­ 
geles County Board of Su­ 
pervisors and requires the 
Authority to submit a re­ 
port of Its study upon com­ 
pletion to the Legislature

The bill ha* been support 
ed by an impressive array 
of public agencies and or­ 
ganizations, including the 
Los Angeles County Board 
of Supervisors, the city 
councils of Pasadena and 
Palmdale. and the chambers 
of commerce of Ijncaiter. 
Acton.

Riddle called the measure 
"dramatic emotional." 
hut warned the "people o' 
California have a ricbt to 
know how we stand ... I 
say let's take a poll of the 
legislature "

ASSEMBLYMAN Willie I. 
Brown ,Ir-iD-San Francisco'. 
said the move to send the 
measure to committee and 
ence a small, but vocal mi- 
"people, effectively removes 
(the measure! from the leg­ 
islature for this year" He 
declared "In order to sil- 
nority against gun regtstra- 
out to defeat th« reconsirer- 
lion," the measure should be 
sent to the people for advice 
on how they want their leg 
Ulator* to vote. He suggest 
ed such advice "would re­ 
move the political and em­ 
otional implications' and 
permit a calm roassessment 
of the results during the 
1909 legislative session

Assemblyman Robert \V. 
Crown ill-Oakland, charged 
that those in the assembly 
out to defeat the reconsider 
ation and referral move* 
were 'those against gun con­ 
trol" and admitted that if 
the iroginal gun control bill 
were to come to a vote on 
teh floor of the house "it 
will be defeated" He also 
referred to a "vocal minor 
ity" as being the prime 
mover* against any effective 
fun control measure.

ASSEMBLYMAN Ray E.
Johnson (R-Chicoi. declared 
he was in opposition to gun 
registration and going to the 
people of the state for "ad­ 
vice" on weapon control. He 
cited previous advisory 
votes of the people, such as 
the "three to one vote of 
(California!**) to repeal the 
Rumford Act. Those who op­ 
posed " the mandate of the 
voters then contended the 
"people really didn't know 
what they were doing Now 
the same group has turned 
the coin over and want to 
go to the voters" to get 
their advice.

Tre measure now will go 
to the elections and reap- 
portionment committee of 
the lower house.
